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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

This interview summary discusses the substance of the telephone interview between 
the undersigned and Examiner Raevis on July 31, 2008. Please enter the remarks as set 
forth below. 



REMARKS 

In the telephonic interview of July 3 1 , 2008, the undersigned explained that the 
preamble should not be considered to limit the claims. The Examiner explained that he 
was uncomfortable examining the amended claims, because he was concerned that it 
could have application outside the flowmeter art. The undersigned explained that the 
scope of the invention should be determined by the body of the claims, rather than the 
preamble. The undersigned explained, that the present application clearly conveyed that 
the invention was not Hmited to Coriolis flowmeters and could be used with other 
devices, including, but not limited to densitometers. Accordingly, the Applicant 
disagreed that the original claims were limited to flowmeters or any particular device and 
submitted that the body rather than the preamble of the claim should govern the scope of 
the claim. The undersigned explained that he would request reconsideration. The 
Examiner explained that he would reconsider any such request for reconsideration, but 
could not at that time indicate whether such request would be granted. 
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
